EMANUEL OFFERS SPENDING PLAN WITH 
PLASTIC BAG FEE, MONEY TO HIRE MORE COPS

Following a series of major tax hikes, Mayor Emanuel took a victory lap Tuesday for 
dealing with the city’s financial problems, delivering a 2017 budget proposal that 
includes a plastic bag tax and money to start hiring hundreds of new police officers. 


“Today I am presenting you a budget unlike 
any we have seen in recent memory” Emanuel 
said during his remarks in City Council cham- 
bers. “It is a budget free of an immediate pen- 
sion crisis, free of the black cloud of insolvency 
threatening the retirements of city employees 
and the financial future of Chicago.” 

Though Emanuel tried to position his lat- 
est budget proposal as a good-news plan after 
years of punishing tax hikes Chicagoans have 


had to pay that’s largely a question of seman- 
tics. Much of the heavy lifting for the mayor’s 
new spending plan already has taken place, 
with aldermen last month approving Emanu- 
el’s new tax on water and sewer service that will 
increase bills by more than 30 percent over the 
next four years. The $239 million a year even- 
tually raised will be spent to shore up long-ne- 
glected government worker pension systems. 

That allowed Emanuel to put forth a budget 


without the large general tax increases that 
have hammered homeowners in recent years. 

Taxpayers will continue feeling the effects 
of a $543 million property tax hike to shore 
up police and fire pensions. It was part of 
Emanuel’s 2016 budget and is being phased 
in over four years in a move made to spare 
aldermen and himself the political danger 
of repeatedly voting for increases. So prop- 
erty owners will see their taxes go up another 
$109 million in 2017. 

To close a $137.6 million shortfall in the 
city’s corporate budget and pay for additional 
spending, Emanuel wants to raise $33.7 mil- 
lion by cutting energy costs, leasing “excess 
city-owned land” and more. And he plans to 
make $86.4 million through “improved fiscal 
management.” 

Emanuel’s spending plan relies on get- 
ting $25.4 million through new fines and fees. 
Among those is a 7-cent per bag tax on bags at 
stores, which will raise about $9 million. 

Aid. Michael Zalewski (23rd) said he has con- 
cerns about that tax, but he said the fact that re- 
tailers have endorsed the plan makes it easier to 
swallow, as does the fact that the council won’t 
have to endorse another big general tax hike. 

Emanuel also will put in place a pilot plan to 
make drivers pay to use loading zones. Hourly 
parking rates in loading zones will be set at $14, 
and the program will start downtown and in 
two wards near downtown. Once fully in place, 
the administration says the loading zone pro- 
gram will raise $13 million to $18 million a year. 


Emanuel also will charge people more to 
park at meters around Wrigley Eield for Cubs 
games, concerts and other events held there. 

Another $82.3 million is expected to come 
in through growth in sales tax collections, city 
permit fees, state remittances and changes to 
the clerk’s office vehicle sticker fees. 

The mayor’s latest package should have 
little trouble getting City Council approval, 
given that the 2016 budget— loaded with a to- 
tal of $755 million in new taxes —passed 35-15. 

The mayor’s floor leader. Aid. Patrick 
O’Connor (40th), said those tough earlier votes 
helped fix the city’s finances so this year’s vote 
will be relatively easy saying the mayor’s plan to 
hire hundreds of new police officers in 2017 can 
be covered without another broad tax hike. 

In his speech, Emanuel talked up his highly 
publicized public safety plan to combat the 
city’s rampant violence, which calls for the hir- 
ing of 970 additional police officers over two 
years. The 2017 budget features $40 million 
to pay salaries and benefits for the first part of 
that hiring spree, including 250 new patrol offi- 
cers, 100 new detectives, a total of 88 sergeants 
and lieutenants and 92 training officers. 

The mayor said he’s cut the city’s operating 
deficit by 80 percent since he took over in 2011. 

“In addition to cutting it, we have stopped 
the practice of selling assets to pay for operat- 
ing expenses,” Emanuel said. “We have stopped 
the practice of relying on one-time revenues to 
balance our budget. We have stopped raiding 
the rainy day fund just to keep the city afloat.” 
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3-D printed bone implants 
could be coming soon

Someday soon, customized bone implants 
could be as easy as a doctor scanning your 
body and switching on a 3-D printer. 

Ramille Shah, an assistant professor at 
Northwestern University, led the research on 
a new synthetic bone-replacement material. 

The material is a printable ink made up of 
a calcium mineral and another 
polymer used in medical appli- 
cations— and it’s more flexible 
than some existing materials 
used for implants, Shah said. 

The 3-D printed bones could 
also replace the use of metallic 
implants or those made from 
bone harvested from elsewhere 
in a body 

It would be ideal to implant 
in a hole left by a tumor in a 
bone, or in pediatric patients 
with congenital facial defects, 
she said. 

“They can take a scan of the 
patient’s face and reconstruct— 
on the computer— an imprint 
that will be able to flx the 
defect or make the face more symmetrical, 
so it’s more aesthetically pleasing,” she said. 
“Once they have that scan, they see what 
exact size and shape will fit that patient.” 

Northwestern scientists published 
research on the 3-D printed “hyperelastic 
bone” in the peer-reviewed journal Science 
Translational Medicine. Shah is an assistant 


professor of materials science and engineer- 
ing at Northwestern’s McCormick School 
of Engineering and also of surgery at the 
Northwestern University Feinberg School of 
Medicine. 

Shah said her team discovered the material 
several years ago and has been testing and 
researching it since then. Researchers tested 
the hyperelastic bone with 
human stem cells and in animal 
models. 

Shah said the time from a 
scan to having a 3-D printed 
implant in hand could be 
24 hours. She hopes the mate- 
rial can be used regularly in pa- 
tients within 10 years, but that 
will depend on funding, clinical 
trials and FDA approval. 

Dima Elissa, CEO and 
founder of medical 3-D print- 
ing company VisMed-3D, said 
developments like this one 
will help doctors give patients 
implants that are more precise 
for their bodies and potentially 
reduce hospital readmissions. 

She gave the example of being able to use 
3-D printing to form a better-fitting knee 
implant. Today she said, there are limited 
selections for size. 

“If we can then supplement bone mate- 
rial around an existing normative size ... and 
I can build around it, I can create a better, 
more comfortable sizing and fit,” she said.

To hear his teammates tell it, defenseman Trevor van Riemsdyk is the Blackhawks’ Mr. Sunshine. 
“You never hear anything negative come out of his mouth,” forward Andrew Desjardins said. 
RedEye put that sunny disposition to the test. To no one’s surprise, the 25-year-old made every 
situation tolerable, except maybe one ... 


You get a flat tire. 

“Put that AAA card to use that you have in your 
wallet bulkin’ it up. ... If you can’t use that, you 
can put your handyman skills to the test and 
see if you know how to actually change [a tire].’’ 

Your name is misspelled on your jersey. 

“That’s been the case [before]. Obviously 
there’s a bunch of little stuff with my name 
[that can cause mistakes], whether’s it’s the 
space between the van and the Riemsdyk 
[or something else]. You can always keep the 


misspelled [jersey] as a little souvenir.

Now “TVR,” as he is known in the locker 
room, continues to establish himself on a 
team that figures to be loaded at his position 
this season. 

“He’s obviously not a cocky guy, but he 
plays with pretty good confidence out there,” 
forward Andrew Desjardins said. “He’s an un- 
believable teammate; you never hear anything 
negative come out of his mouth. He’s a posi- 
tive guy, and that’s one of the most important 
things in a dressing room. He’s never down. 
He’s always going forward.” 

That’s a handy outlook to have when one 
of your responsibilities is throwing your body 
in front of slap shots. Van Riemsdyk led the 
Hawks in blocked shots in 2015-16 with 155, a 
total good enough for 22nd in the league. 

“That just shows that he wants to win bad 
and he’s ready to do whatever it takes to get a 
win for the team,” said Hjalmarsson, who was 
second on the team with 151. 

And because you no doubt were wonder- 
ing, getting hit in the head is not one of van 
Riemsdyk’s primary concerns. 

“Guys are so good that if they’re hitting you 
in the face, obviously that means the shot was 
going high over the net,” he said. “Guys usual- 
ly don’t miss like that. ... If you are so unlucky 
that it happens, obviously it’s not a lot of fun, 
but it’s part of the job.” 

Another part of his job, from time to time, 
is matching up with his older brother. James 
van Riemsdyk, 27, is a forward with the Toron- 
to Maple Leafs. The siblings have matched up 
in the NHL only once, in November 2014. 
James scored a goal as the Maple Leafs got the 
better ofTrevor’s Blackhawks, 3-2. 

“We’ve both been hurt so we haven’t played 
as many times as we could have {in the NHL}, 
but it was definitely weird [having to hit him},” 
Trevor said. “I remember being matched up 
against him a few times that night. It’s defi- 
nitely strange having him come down on you. 


You don’t want him to go around you or em- 
barrass you in anyway [Laughs.} But it’s fun. 

“You’ve done it it seems like your whole life, 
whether it’s in the basement or the driveway 
I just remember my little brother being there, 
my parents being there and all being together 
after the game was pretty special.” 

Lew athletes in any sport have had the 
benefit of an older sibling to show them the 


professional ropes, and Trevor never takes 
that relationship for granted. 

“I text him quite a bit to see how he’s doing, 
[and} he’s texting me to check in on me, so 
he’s obviously been through it all before and 
he’s got a lot of advice I can draw from and 
he’s been in the league for a pretty long time 
now,” van Riemsdyk said. 

“It’s definitely a bit of an advantage to have 


a brother that’s done it all before. ... Just in 
general just the way he prepared himself and 
looking into every little detail of how he can 
make himself better, whether it’s on the ice, 
off the ice, the training he did. Just the rela- 
tionships he’s made, it shows you what you 
need to do and the things that are more im- 
portant than others.” 

No doubt that has helped van Riemsdyk 
create consistency in his game and earn a 
badge of dependability It’s proof that all the 
late-night workouts when he was younger, the 
effort it took to recover from injury, the les- 
sons he’s learned from veteran teammates — 
all of it has added up to what looks to be a 
promising career. 

“Just doing the things [coaches} ask, that’s 
how you build up the trust,” van Riemsdyk 
said. “They don’t want to have to ask you 
10 times. They just want to put it in your head 
and then know that they can depend on you 
to do it, whether it’s changing up a tactic or 
the things you do that they want you to do a 
different way 

“ Y^u just want to do the things that got you 
here, that have gained you the trust of the 
coaching staff ... Just because you see guys 
doing certain things doesn’t mean you want 
to do that kind of stuff That’s when you find 
yourself getting in trouble. ... Defensively, just 
taking away time and space [from opposing 
forwards is what’s most important}.” 

Van Riemsdyk has stuck to that plan, and 
his teammates have noticed. As a result, he 
hasn’t even had to say much. 

“He’s more of a quiet guy but I’m pretty 
quiet myself too,” Hjalmarsson said. “But 
when you start talking to him, he opens up 
a little bit, and that’s kind of how I am too. 
You need every single kind of character on the 
team, and he’s a super nice guy and I’m glad to 
have him as my teammate.”
